_ Atamble amongst some of the busy dis- 

tricts ‘of the,, native’ town would ‘astonish 

many residents who regard Ohina Town

of it from tho surrounding hills, The 
amount of tolling and moiliag which goes 
on in Hongkong is not generally known, 
and the various industries which attract 
this labour will astonish many who have 
not already acquainted themselves on the 
nnbject. Sauntering round the other day, 
wo visited'a Tannery; which, vast in oxtent, 
contained thousands of hides in various 
stages of completeness. The tan-pits are 
kept under strict surveillance, as otherwise 
the odour arising from them would be any- 
thing but savory. The prosess is somewhat 
different to that which is reorted to at 
home, and-the commodity produced is, as 
a consequence, very inferior. We were 
always of opinion that the soles of Ohi- 
nese shoes were’ made of a kind of 
paper felt, but were informed the other 
day that auch is not always the case, and 
that this leather was largely used. A Glass 
factory, which was the next place vialted, 
‘afforded us much surprise, Hére we naw 
‘articles which had been tind were being 
manufactured. which it was generally sup- 
posed were all.imported from Europe or 
Amerioa, stich oy globes for gas and oil 
lamps, tumblers, flager bowls, chandeliers, 
&o dzo.; besides numprons articles of glass. 
| ware which aroin every day use amongst 
the better’ olass of Chinese. Wo: were in- 
formed that watob-glanses, fages for clocks, 
‘ghd window-glass, were all largely in re- 
quest ; in fact there 1s scarcely enything in 
the shape of glass that these enterprising 
people will not undertake to make, or try 
to make. Tho glass is of oparse very info 
rior to that produced ia Hurope, and the 
work somewhat roughly execouted, but the 
process and tools are very orude, and 
capable. of much improvement, Obiness 
Pottery-slso cumes in fot a altare of-atten:
